Postal Officials Helpless to Halt 
Antiwar Mail to Vietnam Widows 


By JEAN HELLER 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 


Grieving women who have lost 
husbands and sons in the Viet- 
nam war are being subjected to 
a barrage of antiwar diatribe 
sent anonymously through the 
mail. Some of it says American 
servicemen fighting in Vietnam 
are worse than cannibals.

tained copies of this material 
f>-om the widow of a soldier 
killed in combat. It came in 
hand-addressed envelopes post- 
marked Susanville, Calif, and 
bearing 
the 
return 
address: 


P.O. Box 497, Susanville. 


That post office box number is 


held in the name of H. L. Hum- 
mel. The same name appears at 
the end of an essay included in 
the antiwar material mailed'to 
thP widow. 


Also included was a reprint of 


an antiwar essay printed last 
summer in The Christian Cen- 
tury, a highly respected nonde- 
nominationai religious weekly 
published in Chicago. 


On Dec. 19, 1967, The Chris- 


tian Century filled an order for 
100 reprints of the article. A 
spokesman 
for the magazine 


said the order for reprints was 
signed: "H. L. Hummel, Box 
497, Susanville, Calif." 


Relays Questions 


A telephone call placed to an 


H. L. Hummel in Susanville was 
answered by a woman. She said 
her husband is 87 and could not 
hear well enough to carry on a 
direct conversation. She relayed 
questions to him. HP answered 
into the telephone himself. 


The man, a sheet and blanket 


salesman, said h« had ordered 
the 100 reprints of the Christian 


Century 
article 
"because 
I 


wanted to read them." 


Asked if he had ever mailed 


the reprints or other material to 
women whose sons or husbands 
were killed in Vietnam, the man 
said: 


"I wouldn't say for sure if I 


didn't or did. I don't remember 
sending any of this to women 
who have lost a son or a hus- 
band. What if I did? I don't see 
anything wrong with it. There's 
no law against it, is there?" 


There is no law against it. 
"It's detestible and it's mad- 


dening, but it's not actionable," 
said Timothy J. May, general 
counsel to the Post Office De- 
partment. "Short of being mali- 
cious, you can use first-class 
mail to say almost anything to 
anyone about public issues."

Liberalized Abortion Law 
Used Sensibly in Colorado

DENVER. Colo. (APi — A 


year ago the chambers of the 
Colorado Legislature rang and 
rumbled with the most acri- 
monious d e b a t e that has 
bounced off the old marble 
walls in many years. 


There were outcries that 


Colorado would be turned into

But once the uproar died 


down the General Assembly 
passed a liberalized abortion 
bill—the first of its kind in the 
nation. 


Gov. John A Love, after 


what he admitted was consid- 
erable soul searching, finalh 
signed the bill into law last 
April 25. 


In the weeks that followed 


Colorado doctors, hospitals, 
legislators and state officials 
received hundreds of letters 
and t e l e p h o n e calls from 
women, mosth in other states, 
asking about the chances of 
getting abortions. 


Strict Controls 


But controls in the law are

W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 


Grieving women who have lost 
husbands and sons in the Viet- 
nam war are being subjected to 
a barrage of antiwar diatribe 
sent anonymously through the 
mail. Some of it says American 
servicemen fighting in Vietnam 
are worse than cannibals.

Assembly Speaker Harold Froehl'.ch 


was perfectly justified in his criticism of 
Governor Knowles' continued procrastina- 
tion over announcing his future political 
plans. 
And

Froehlich sounded rather petulant 


Knowles declared that he wasn't going 


to be pressured into announcing his plans 
until he was good and ready to do so. and 
remarked that Froehlich's own political 
ambitions must have motivated his criti- 
cism. 


The Appleton assemblyman replied that 


he had no ambition to run for state office 
at this time. But our question to the 
Governor is this: Is there anything wrong 
with Mr. Froehlich or any other leading 
Republican besides himself having political 
ambitions? 


It suits the Governor's personal ambi- 


tions to delay his decision whether he will 
seek reelection, challenge Gaylord Nelson 
for a Senate seat, or neither. But it 
certainly doesn't serve the interests of the 
Republican Party in Wisconsin. 


While the Governor procrastinates, a 


number of other Republicans with political 


must by necessity wait on the 


>uie'.tr.e* It's no secret that Lieut Gov. 
.lack Olson dearly wants to make the run 
for governor if Knowles does not. and that 
there are several young men who would 
actively seek the lieutenant governor's post 
:f Olson does not. 


Milwaukee's Senator Jerris Leonard has 


announced his candidacy for the U.S. 
Senate race, but he had to qualify his 
announcement by saying he would with- 
draw if Knowles decided to try for national 
office. It goes without saying that it will be 
difficult 
for 
Leonard 
to 
pump much 


enthusiasm into his campaign under those 
circumstances. And there might be others 
interested in the Senate race if they knew 
definitely that Knowles was not. 


The Governor says one of the reasons 


for delaying his decision until after the 
April presidential primary is that cam- 
paigns have become too lengthy and people 
tire of them. This may be true for the 
politician of established posture such as the 
Governor, but a younger candidate from 
the legislative ranks who desperately needs 
statewide exposure may view the situation 
differentlv. 


Nationalism Versus Communism 


Roger Hilsman, former assistant secre- 


tary of state for Far Eastern affairs, told an 
audience in Milwaukee that Vietnam is the 
only country in Asia where communism is 
making progress. 


This may not be completely accurate 


since it is always difficult to estimate the 
success of underground movements such as 
the Huks in the Philippines and the far-left 
student groups in Japan. Nevertheless it is 
true that communism thrives when other 
governments fail to meet the needs or the 
aspirations of the people. And, despite the 
best of intentions, the American war in 
Vietnam serves to destroy traditions and 
cultures and the authority of local govern- 
ment. 


Hilsman 
also predicted that in the 


future the prime moving force in most of 
Asia will be nationalism and "the main 
bulwark against Communist aggression is 
native nationalism." But in great part this 
nationalism already is a major force—and 
it will also be used against American 
control or dominance. The anti-American- 
ism reportedly growing in Vietnam, espe- 
cially after the heavy fighting in the 
populated areas, is echoed in many other 
Asian countries. 


South Koreans are beginning to express 


it because they think the United States 
might be bargaining away their security in 
dealing with the North Koreans. The South 
Koreans are also, perhpas unconsciously, 
showing resentment 
of the American 


presence in Korea for so long. As South 
Korea progresses economically, this resent- 
ment is bound to increase. 


Anti-Americanism is loudly expressed 


In Philippine newspapers partly as a means 
of trying to give the Filipinos more self- 


respect and ambitions as a people and a 
nation. While high government officials in 
such countries as the Philippines. Taiwan 
and even Japan recognize the importance 
of American assistance and friendly rela- 
tions, they must soft pedal this point of 
view if they are to keep their elected 
offices. 


In general American policies in Asia 


have attempted to encourage nationalism. 
Even when we were insulted and lambasted 
when Sukarno ruled Indonesia, we showed 
restraint and patience. But we seem to lose 
a rational approach when the possibilities 
of a Communist gain become 
apparent. 


Hilsman cautioned that we should -be 
encouraging emerging nationalism in Asian 
countries even when "Marxist verbiage" 
was used in government. When we come 
right down to it, our bogging down in 
Vietnam began when we refused to consider 
honest elections throughout the country 
because the Communists were almost sure 
to win. 


Most of the nations of Asia have been 


ruled or at least strongly influenced by 
white European colonialism. In their prog- 
ress toward independence, they are going 
to have the same sort of squabbles which 
western civilization had. Except in Viet- 
nam, there appears to be little chance for 
Communist advantage. As other govern- 
ments improve their ability to answer the 
demands of their people, any leaning 
toward communism is bound to diminish. 
The near chaos in China this past year 
certainly has been noted by Asians. 


Whatever happens in Vietnam, we 


would be wise to continue our careful 
policies of assistance but not too much 
overt influence in other Asian countries. 


Graduate Students in a Quandary 


Students who will graduate from col- 


lege in June and who are interested in post- 
graduate study have been thrown into a 
quandary by the new draft law passed in 
the last session of Congress. 


In the past all graduate students in good 


academic standing were exempt from the 
draft until they completed their education. 
In an effort to thwart this means of 
dodging the draft, the new law provides for 
such exemption only for specific fields of 
graduate study. But the catch is that the 
National Security Council was charged with 
selecting those specific fields, and the 
Council for one reason or another has not 
done so. 


Thus as of now no graduate student 


knows where he stands. The University of 
Wisconsin estimates that it could lose from 
7.000 to 9.000 graduate students next fall. 
And if this is true, the University may have 
to cut back on undergraduate enrollments 
because many of the graduate students 
serve as teaching assistants. . . . 


The Security Council has been caught in 


the 
middle of a hassle between 
the 


Pentagon and graduate schools over how 
the new law should be applied. The way the 
law is now written, between half and two- 
thirds of all men inducted by Selective 
Service beginning in July would be college 
graduates or those who have been in 
graduate school one year. The Pentagon 
does not like this because it almost 
certainly would increase intellectual dis- 
sent within the armed forces. The admin- 
istration does not like the possibility of 
violent anti-draft demonstrations just be- 
fore the presidential election next fall. And 
the universities fear a sudden cut of as high 
as 50 per cent in their graduate school 
enrollments. 


Meanwhile the real sufferers are the 


students scheduled to graduate this June 
who normally would already be applying 
for graduate school admission Congress, in 
attempting to crack down on the student 
who stays in school merely to avoid 
military service, has as usual penalized all 
graduate students. 


Action to clear up this mess should be 


instituted immediately in this session of 
Congress.
